ROTATION OF CROPS. 
‘. Jn a country like ours, where the number 
‘of acres to be cultivated is so large, and 
‘where, from the nature of our crops,so near- 
Ty all of our time is consumed, either in the 
cultivation or saving of the crop, we have 
but little chance to reclaim or improve the 
whole farm; we are well assured our rea- 
dérs will shrink back in despair, if not in dis- 
gust, from any plan, which proposes to ac- 
complish this object, first by making the 
manure, and then by carting it to the field. 
Much may be done, and sitll more must be 
done in this way, but this remedy stops short 
of;ont wants, A very large number of the 
reflecting planters of our country are turn- 
‘ing their thoughts to a rotation of crops and 
‘to rest their lands. This will be good, much 
better than many of us have been doing. 
Here, however, a great, but not an insur- 
mountable difficulty presents itself, in the 
large quantity of cleared land necessary to 
its accomplishment, For with our present 
lights and experience on this subject, no one 
hopes to accomplish much with more than 
three-fourths of the tilled land in cultivation 
‘at the same time. The general idea, and 
perhaps the best is, to plant the cotton upon 
Jand which has lain fallow, having rested a 
year, to succeed the cotton with corn, and 
the corn with small grain,and then rest the 
succeeding year. This, as has already been 
suggested by one of our correspondents, 
may keep the land from growing worse, and 
if we would spare the time from our cotton 
picking to turn in some one or more green 
crops, would probably make them better.— 
Our present impression is, that when this 
process is properly analized, that the benefit 
of turning under green crops of pcas, grass, 
yor almost anything which we may 
be able to command, will be far above our 
present conceptions, and may constitue a 
new era in reclaiming our lands. We are 
deterred at the sacri and inconveniences 
necessary to this work, in the busy time of 
cotton picking. These sacrifices have got 
to be made, and we had as well make up our 
minds.to it. The only question to be settled 
is, will this meet our wants and can we by 
such a process reclaim and improve our 
lands? Experience will decide. But may 
we not proceed more understandingly {—- 
There are some general laws upon which 
the proper settlement of these questions are 
made to depend. ‘Take one crop, corn for 
instance, and cultivate it fora series of years 
upon the same laud, without the aid of ma- 
nure, and, what is the result? The yield is 
less and Jess,and the quality of the grain 
poorer and. poorer. Do more: so — 
your land, that nothing shall be lost by wash- 
ing away. Still the same will be the result, 
bat not quite so rapidiy. So, toa very large 
extent, will all the other erops, perhaps less 
with cotton than most of the others, but 
éven with that, itis manifest that a deteriora- 
tion is going on: Why should this be so, 
when proper precantions are taken to pre- 
vent washing away of the soil? We 
say our lands are tired or worn, yet, we may 
change the crop, and get a good yield— 


: that the land is not worn out, but the same 


crop for a series of years, has exhausted 
most or all the food in that soil, peculiarly 
suited to feed that plant, while there may 
sti main much that is suited to the 
nourishment of Hiother, trakitg different re- 
quisitions upon the soil. These, then, are 
important disclosures, and the knowledge of 
these facts is to be used in settling the ques- 
tion of the proper rotation of crops and in 
the application of manures, For if by a con- 
tinued cultivation of corn, or wheat or any 
other grain, the phosphates should be ex- 
hausted and manure in large quantities should 
be applied, little or no benefit would be per- 
ceived, unless that manure should have these 
properties which are now deficient in the 
eoil: and again, if many of the important 
elements for the plant shall be found, yet 
some one shall be in great deficiency, the 
plant must be defective. It often happens, 
in illustration of this truth, that a soil will 
make the stalk of wheat large and perfect, 
yet the grain will be defective; the corn 
stalk large, the grain not so good, the weed 
of the cotton fine but the bearing and filling 
of the crop poor, and vice versa, a compara- 
tively small stalk will make a good yield.— 
The explanation of this whole mystery 
would be solved by an analysis of the soil, 
showing, either the presence in excess of 
some deleterious matter or the absence of 
some essential element. Know, therefore, 
before you proceed with your rotation of 
crops what you are proposing to accomplish. 
What constituents in your soil have been ex- 
tracted, and what crops in succession will de- 
mand least of these properties already defi- 
eient. And learn moreover in the kindness- 
es which you propose to extend to your 
fields, whether these are just such as their 
necessities may require. We have suggest- 
ed therefore, that we thought important bene- 
fits would result from tarning under green 
erops. This thought is based upon the fact, 
that most of these crops returned to the soil 
in that stage, would restore many of the es- 
sential ingredients necessary to most of our 
crops. Bat we cannot do more than invite 
attention to these questions so intimately 
connected with Southern Agriculture, hoping 
that others will take them up, and that they 
will not be laid down again, until we shall 
be made wiser, and our lands richer. 


From the Albany Cultivator. 
_ Farmers Should Read. 

- As this is the season for study and menta) 
improvement with farmers, it is to be hoped 
that it will be improved to the best advanta- 

es. 

Could the body of farmers in the several 
states, rmprove their leisure time in the study 
of the farm, and in gaining general knowl- 
edge, a greater impulse would be given to 
improved agriculture than all the “ Fairs” 
have done in the last five years. It is true 
our yearly fairs please the eye and improve 
the mind, and help to keep up friendly feel- 
ing among farmers. Yet it is a study of the 
farm by the farmers, that leads the way to 
permanent improvements, Examples from 
intelligent farmers go a great way in intro- 
ducing improved methods. Yet there are 
but few farmers who make’ improvements, 
unless they are in all respects reading and 
thinking men. | 

Of all classes of laboring men, farmers have 
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fessions,” for men to spend years in close 

mental application to fit themelves for their 

calling. And what basiness is followed 

which requises a more vasied study than 

agriculture? That itis generally carried on 

by a scantier supply of “ head-work, I am 

ready toadmit. But this doesnot prove that 
itis, or should necessarily be so. Ie only 
proves that the farmer is willing to plod on 

from year te year ata rate, with 
a Tess amount of know! of his business 
than would satisfy any other class of meu. 
{ am often surprised, in asking farmers to 
take an agrieukural — to: hear thenr re- 
ply that they would take it, but they have 
not the time to read it. In nine cases out of 
ten, the plain English of this is they have 
not the will or disposition te read. The, 
worst of all excuses that the farmer can plead, 
is that he has not time to read. Every indi- 
vidual has time to spend well or il}, as his 
taste dictates. ‘That farmer who does noth- 
ing more than dig and from the beginning to 
the end of the year, lives to a very small pur- 
pose indeed. 

There is a satisfaction found m reading 
and improving the mind, which can only 
be appreciated when it is experienced. The 
farmer who only reads his weekly newspa- 
pers, during the long winter evenings, knows 
very little of the economy of time in reading. 
Let him reduce his reading to a system and 
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he will be astonished at the amount of agri- 


ter in one winter. But if any reading must 
have the preference let it be that which rela- 
tes to the farm. 


Increase the Manure Heap. 
Good farmers will cart matter into their 
cattle-yards to increase the manure heaps. 
There is no other mode of preventing the 


the excrements of animals with such materi- 
als as will retain their virtues. We must 
have bulky heaps, and we have no faith in the 
doctrine that a little essence carried in ones 
pocket can possibly be equal in virtue to a 
good cart load of matter.

Hours ror Lasor.—Time and system are 
everything with a farmer or planter, as well 
as a military man. He should have a time 
for te? Dae and a place fur everything, 
and nothing shuuld be out of time or out of 
place. In summer, his laborers whether 
white or black, his own children, or himself, 
should be up at four o’clock in the morning, 
have the stuck fed, horses watered and cur- 
ried, breakfast cooked and all hands at work 
by six o'clock. At twelve they should come 
to dinner, feed their horses, prepare their | 
meals, and rest till three o’clock.—From 
three till seven they must be at work. This 
is ten hours labor in twenty-four. None 
should be required todomore, ‘This all may 
do, with three hours to rest and eat and sleep 
at noon. The dinner may. in a great mea- 
sure, be prepared for the welt by some of 
the women, not in a condition for the field. 
At night they should have their suppers, and 
be asleep before nine o’clock. No man, wo- 
man nor child, can work without eating.— 
But it is the interest as well as the sacred’ 
duty of every master, to provide ample food 
and clothing for his slaves. Three pounds 
of bacon, with vegetables and plenty of corn 
— is enough and not too much, with 
milk.

Hogs should never be kept over |} 
one winter before they are fattened and kill- j 
ed. It is much better to feed a pig well, 
and push him on his growth as quick as pos- 
sible. If once stunted, it is hard for him to 
recover. Instead of keeping a hog two years 
half starved, it is a great deal better to feed 
the saine quantity of corn to him in one 
year. In order to raise hogs cheaply, you 
should have cat fields sown for them to feed 
on, till the wheat is harvested. A good plum 
orchard will help also at this season of year. 
As soon as the corn is gathered, let them 
have the run of the pea fields, and they will 
be easily fattened for bacon, without consam- 
ing a great deal'of corn. It is a great mis- 
take for any farmer to suppose he can buy 
his meat cheaper than he can raise it with 
proper management.

Cuba—A Glance at the Island. 


Irs Porutation, Propucts anp Resour- 
ces.— The Island of Cuba is likely to form a 
subject of deep interest for some time to come. 
Its position, population, products and resour- 
ces are therefore matters of especial atten- 
tion. 

The island is situated between 23 deg. 12 
min. N. lat. and 19 deg. 48 min. N, lat. Its 
length is 770 English miles-—its breadth va- 
ries from 25 to 90 miles. The greatest dis- 
tance one can get from the sea, is about 43 
miles. About two-thirds of the island is 
from 60 to 80 miles in breadth, and it mea- 
sures on its surface about 4,000 English 
square miles. ‘I'he eastern part is very moun- 
tainous, and some of the peaks are from 7,000 
to 8,000 feet above the level of the sea.— 
The valleys in the eastern department are 
exceedingly picturesque and fruitful. Cuba 
was discovered by Columbus, on the 27th 
October, 1492. In 1519, Havana was found- 
ed. ‘The cultivation of the sugar cane was 
introdaced about 1580, and slaves began to 
be imported about four years after. W-hen 
first discovered, the Island had an Indian pop- 
ulation of about 200,000. ‘The greater part 
soon perished under the hardships imposed 
by the Europeans, Only a few half breeds 
remain in the eastern department. In 1755, 
the exportation of sugar from Havana in a 
year, was comparatively inconsiderable.— 
The English took Havana in 1762, and gave 
itup again in 1763, in exchange for other 
possessions and advantages. During the 
siege, great numbers of the British fell vic- 
tims to the vomilo. Many were also poison- 
ed or assassinated by the Cul.ans. 

The position of the island is admirable, be- 
ing within a few days sail of the Atlantic 
ports of the United States, and two and a 
half days by steam from New Orleans. The 
soil is generally fertile, producing the sugar 
cane in the highest perfection ; no part of the 
world is more favorable for its growth, and 
indeed, the climate and oil admit of the cul- 
tivation of all kinds of-tropical fruits and pro- 
ductions, which might be cultivated in quan- 
tity, to reach ten times the present amonnt, 
as, of twenty-four millions acres comprising 
the surface of the island, only two millions 
are under cultivation, about three millions 
being in natural pasturage, 500,000 in artifi- 
cial pasturage, fourteen millions in wood- 
lands, and the rest, four and a half millions, 


are barren: lands. In _ the western depart- 


one-fourth in woodlands, and the remaining 
two-fourths are equally devoted to cultiva- 
ure. Tn the central departmen 
about one-third is barren, and, only one-37th 
partis under cultivation, about an 11th part in 
pasture, and more than three-fifths are wood- 
lands. In the eastern department about a 
12th is under cultivation, 1-5th in pasture, 
2-3ds in woodland, and only 1-6th barren. 

Supposing the island to be divided into 72 
parts, 13 would represent the size of the 
western department, 31 the centrai depart- 
ment, and 28 the eastern. Of the cultivated 
land, one-half is in the western department, 
one-sixth in the central, and two-sixteenths 
in the eastern department. The principal 
agricultural productions are, the sugar cane, 
coffee, molasses, honey, rum, tobacco, wax, 
rice; cocoa and cotton are also produced, 
with many other minor articles. 

In 1841, when the number of sugar estates 
on the island amounted to 1,238, upon which 
were employed, according to the census, hut 
138,701 persons, giving an average of 112 
hands to each estate, the exportation of su- 
gar from all the ports of the island amounted 
to 850,000 boxes, according to the custom- 
house returns, which would allow, upon an 
average, 686 boxes to e estate, or six box- 
es to each hand ; howevé¥, making allowance 
for the sugar not entered at the custom- 
house, as the article then paid an export duty 
of $1 per box, and also taking into consider- 
ation that which was consumed in the island, 
the produce of each estate, upon an average, 
might be about 900 boxes, or 8 to each 
hand; nor does this amvuunt appear too great 
to allow, when the best land affords upwards 
of 6,000 pounds of dry sugar to the acre.— 
In Louisiana, where the best lands produce 
about 3,000 pounds to the acre. the average 
produce of each hand ie about 5,000 pounds. 

Besides the cultivation of the sugar cane, 
large quantities of coffee are produced ; how- 
ever, this article is not so extensively cultiva- 
ted as it was some ten years since, when up- 
wards of fifty millions pounds weight was ex- 
ported from the different parts of the island. 
Last year, the most favorable during the last 
few years, showed but an export of thirty- 
five millions pounds of coffee. Brazil has 
been able to furnish this product at a lower 
rate, and consequently that of Brazil has ta- 
ken the place of Cuba coffee, in the markets 
of the United States; therefore, sugar is now 
produced in many parts where coffee was 
once cultivated, or the hands have been turn- 
ed over to new estates in the fertile regions 
in the neighborhood of Cardenas, etc. 

‘lhe climate and soil of Cuba, in general, 
are not so favorble for the cultivation of 
coffee as for the sugar cane, tobacco and 
other articles; however, the eastern district 
appears to be well suited to the production 
of coffee, the crop there being more certain, 
and the quality of the bean infinitely supe- 
rior. A hilly or rather mountainous country 
seems to be the most favorable to the tree. 

The celebrated Mocha coffee, which is in- 
digenous to Arabia and to that part of Africa 
on the opposite side of the Red sea, grows 
without cultivation on the rocky sides of the 
mountains. 

After coffee, tobacco is the next article of 
consequence produced. ‘There are various 
kinds, which derive their different qualities 
from the peculiarities of the soil in which they 
are cultivated. | 

The most esteomed is that which is pro-

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miles west of Havana, in the jurisdiction of 
New Filipiana; of this the finest Havana se- 
gars are made. It costs from 40 to 120 
dollars per bale, according to the qnality and 
thecrop. Some years the crop is very infe- 
rior, so that it is impossible for a manufae- 
turer always to supply the same quality of 
segars. 

The next to the tobacco of the Vuelta 
Abajo, is that called “partido,” some of which 
is very good, and is used in making those 
segars of which astonishing bargains are very 
often obtained. There is another kind of 
tobacco grown in the western department, 
in which the two classes mentioned are 
grown; it has a coarse leaf, and is called,» 
“ De Veulta Arriba;” also the tobaece grown: 
in the estern department goes by that name, 
of which there are two kinds, the Santiago 
de Cuba tobacco and the Yara. The Yara 
tobacco is sometimes very fine, and of this 
the best Principe segars are made. Many 
persons have sown the Vuelta de Abajo seed 
in the States, but never have they been able 
to raise tobacco from it in any respect simi- 
lar in flavor to the original kind. The soil 
gives the flavor, and its cultivation caunot be 
extended even in Cuba. 

The other articles of consequence: produc- 
ed are wax, honey, and rice. ‘The first two 
of these articles are exported in. very large 
quantities; the last mentioned artiele is pro- 
duced to the amount of 40,000: tierces, or 
about 24 millions of pounds, but is insufficient 
for the consumption of the island; so thar 
large quantities of rice are imported from 
Charleston, Savannah, Spain, South America, 
and latterly from Manilla; however, that 
a ramprene is most esteemed, and from 
that place the largest quantity is imported.— 
Wax is produced tothe pa of about 
800,000 pounds, and honey to the amount of 
two million gallons, Cotton is little cultiva. - 
ted, 650 bales being about the amaunt pro- 
duced. | 

The other vegetable articles, are all kinds - 
of tropical fruits, sweet potatoes, yams, ar- 
row root, cocoa, Indian corn, castor oil, and 
different kinds of woods, such as eedar, ma- 
hogany, lance wood, and other hard woods 
used by turners, &e. : 

Cattle to the number of about 900,000 
head, are owned in the island, and there are 
about 200,000 horses, 50,000 mules, and a 
iarge number of smaller animals. 

‘T'he annual product of the vegetable and 
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In minerals the island is very rich ; of gop- 
5 és no Tess than ave heen discov- 
ered in the island—-57 in the eastern depart- 
ment, 18 in the central, and 45 in the west. 
ern. The mine at Cobre, worked by an Eng- 
lish company, has shipped from 27,000 to 
43,000 tons per annum, valued at two and a 
half to four and a half millions of dollars.—~ 
The other departments have not as yet ship- 
ped more than about 2,000 tons per annum. 
Coal, iron, silver, and amianthus have been 
discovered. } 
The revenue of the island, according to 
Mr. 'T. W. Wilson, from whose valuable work 
upon Cuba we have compiled most of the 
firegoing, is about $12,000,000. The pop- 
ulation is about 1,200,000.

‘Ie is in vain that we have appealed to the 
pablicly avowed positions of our party in those 
States, to their disapproval of our policy. It is 
ever replied: “Oh, that is for home consnmp- 
tion! We.have private letters telling us a dif- 
ferent tale!” And so has it continually been— 

“ private letters,” “ private assurances of co op- 
eration if we will but make the issue.” These 
have constituted the masked battery from be- 
hind which a continual fire has poured upen 
us. If we asked the publication of these letters 
that we might know who are those upon whom 

we are to rely—“ Oh, confidential; can’t pub- 

lish—do harm ; give our word it is all so f’— 
This has haan the game we have had to meet ; 
this has been the argument we have had to 
combat; this has been the false light which has 
lured many an honest heart to a cordial support 
of their policy, and who in the hour of triak 
may have to exclaim, as did the unfortunate 
Lopes, “I have been deceived !” 

Tf we have asked who are these friends who 
urge us forward, we have been tuld “ Qurrman, 
McDonatp, Jerr.

Next came JEvrerson Davis, and he too dis- 
avowed. In his speéch at Jefferson he gave us 
his views in these words : “I would meet South 
Carofina in Convention to save her from taking 
that last resort—to prevent her from separate 
State secession!’ Why will these great men 
interfere in the affairs of South Carolina!

From this will it be seen that whilst the South 
furnished but 59,245 soldiers, the North furnish- 
ed 171,646—nearly three times more than the 
South! And yet Mr. Ruerr will unblushingly 
assert the contrary to be the fact! ! 

It doubtless occurred to him that such a state- 
ment to a people of revolutionary ancestry, and 
whose fathers bore so noble a part in the con- 
test for liberty as did the whigs of Chester and 
Lancaster, would go far towards engendering 
that state of indignant feeling which would in- 
duce them to swaliow his prescription without 
stopping to inquire into its virtues as a remedy. 
But he greatly mistakes their intelligence when 
he supposes they will throw aside the story of 
the revolution which their fathers taught them, 
and accept at his hands the new version of its 
leading features which he so anxiously desires 
to publish abroad. They are not blind to the 
fact that the South did her duty in the days of 
the revolution; but at the same time they are 
not forgetful that the North bore the brunt of 
the war. This fact is known to every reader 
of history, and we need not to adduce authority 
for the assertion. We are much inclined, how- 
ever, to submit on this point an extract from 
the remarks of the Hon. Rospert BaRNWELL, 
made in 1788, during the debate in the South 
Carolina Legislature on the subject of the Fede- 
ral Constitution. It shows the view of this 
matter entertained. by opm Revolutionary ances- 
try of this State, absa:otime when the events of 
the war were fresh in the mentories of the peo- 
ple : 
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“ Gentlemen are roy for a proment to 
“turn their attention,to the tra which 
“the war has engraved on the memory “of every 
“man. When the armrof oppression lay heavy 
‘‘on us, were they “(the Northern States) ‘not the 
“ first to armr themselves t.. When the.eword of 
“civil discord was drawn, wére they not the 
“first in the field? “When wardeluged their 
oe pene with blood, what was their language— 
< 


id they demand ‘the Southern troops to their 
“defence? No! Or, when war floated to the 
“ South, did ay withhold their assistance 1— 

“The answer is the same. When we stood 
“with the spirit but weakness of: youth, they 
“supported: us with the vigor and prudence of 
‘ave. When our country was subdued, when 
“our citizens submitted to superior power, it was 
“then these States evinced their attachment.— 
‘‘ There is not a man who does not. know, that 
“the shackles of the South were brokemasunder by 
“the arms of the North.” 


As tothe assertion that the North has drawn 
a greater share of the pension fund than the 
South, the fact is undoubtedly so.—But we 
much question whether any intelligent man will 
join Mr. Ruett in charging this as one of the 
abuses of the goverrimrent, when he reflects, not 
only that the Northern States furnished the 
greater number of soldiers, but, that their 
average term of service was longer, entitling 
them to a proportionably greater pension.--—— 
And when we add the further fact, that there 
existed in many parts of the South, and partic- 
ularly in this State, a prejudice against the pen- 
sion system--a notion that it was somehow dis- 
honorable to accept a pension of the govern- 
ment—and that hundreds on this account re- 
fused to allow their claims to be presented, have 
we not a sufficient explanation of the fact that 
the North has drawn more largely than the 
South, without charging it as an abuse of the 
Gencral government ? 

We know that we here tread upon dangerous 
ground.— That in our attempt to correct such. 
statements as these, we are liable to have our 
motives impeached, and to be charged with a 
desire to apologize for the aggressions of the 
North. But we cannot rest quictly and reflect 
on assertions such as these, thrown out not to 
enlighten the people to a sense of their wrongs, 
but to inflame their passions and engender that 
wild fury of the mind which would make them, 
willing tools in the hands of the designing, with- 
out raising a voice to expose the trick and ¢o 
avert the evil. We have an abiding conviction 
that truth needs not to be sustained by the appli- 
ances of error; and that the cause of the South, 
which we claim to be the cause of truth and 
justice, needs not to be sustained by perversions 
of history, or to be supported by aught that has 
not truth forits basis. We have real grievances 
sufficient, in all conscience, to impel us to al- 
most any wild experiment of action. We have 
enough to satisfy us that the South can have no 
hope of peace or safety in the Union, and that 
for such_ peace:and safety she must seek a dif- 
ferent form of political existence. Why then 
should we urge upon the popular mind conside- 


‘| rations such.as these? Is there not danger 


that, m detecting the false, the mind may cease 
to be influenced by that which is real?

GRAHAMVILLE, August 21, 1851. 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt, on the 18th inst., of your favor of 
the 6th, inviting me, in behalf of the “ citizens 
of York and Chester in the vicinity of Fishing 
Creek,” to participate with them in a political 
meeting and barbecue on the 28th inst., and to 
address them on the great questions of the day. 

It is a source of great regret to me, gentle- 
men, that causes entirely beyond my control 
prevent my accepting your kind and ‘flattering 
invitation. 

I am proud to learn that you concur with me 
in the opinions which [ have expressed “as to 
the course South Carolina ought to pursue in 
the present emergency.” | 

Iam confident, gentlemen, that the develop- 
ments which will occur between this time and 
the meeting of your Convention will demonstrate 
the correctness of our opinions. It willbe found 
that the question will be narrowed down simply 
to this—* Shall South Carolina redeem her 
pledge ‘‘ never to submit” and secede alone, or 
shall she forfeit that pledge, and acquiesce in 
the compromise as some other States have done 
whose course she has indignantly denounced ?” 
There will be no middle ground—there can be 
none. She may withdraw her delegation—she 
may proclaim non-intercourse—she may heap 
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penalties on the heads of those who accept Fed«7 PY! 


eral offices—but these will be found impotent 
weapons for attack or defence. As long as she 
will pay tribute to the Government they will 
ask no more of her, but will be content with the 
Union, though she may only know that she is 
in it by the taxes which she pays. 

I hope, gentlemen, we will all reason together 
with fairness, candor and moderation, on the 
great issues now before the public. 

Although I have always admitted that co- 
operation from abroad is desirable if it could be 
procured on past aggressions, which I do not 
believe can be done, still I must be permitted 
to say, that what I desire above all and beyond 
all is co-operation at home! 

Whilst the want of Union among our sister 
States may be the source of deep mortification 
to us, the want of union among ourselves will 
be the source of utter discomfiture and disgrace. 
I would then say to the people of South Caro- 
lina, what our great CaLHoUN, in simple lan- 
guage said to the South at the close of his mem- 
orable Southern Address—but what the South 
have disregarded—“ Be United.”
